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The closest prior art, Kriens et al., U.S. Patent Number 5,864,862 relates to a 
system and method for decreasing coupling between functions and actual data types in 
an object-oriented programming and execution environment. Bannon et al., U.S. Patent 
Number 5,297,279 relates to a system and method providing support for long-term 
storage and retrieval of objects created by application programs written in object- 
oriented programming languages but fail to teach the above limitations.
